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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1. 17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on November 4, 2004 has been entered. 

Claim Objections 

1. Claims 26-28 are objected to because of the following informalities: as written, the 
apparatus claims depend from method claim 24. The Examiner assumes applicant intended for 
the claims to depend from apparatus claim 25. For furthering prosecution, the claims have been 
examined as such. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 1-2, 7-9, and 1 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. The methods, system, apparatus and 
computer readable media, as claimed, are drawn towards manipulating or processing audio data 
but have no specific or set output.
